Sitting most pretty at this point 
is Russia. G, A, and T have all i moved away from him. His A Mos-StP, the only 
belligerent move on the board, puts him in a good position to move on England, 
who now seems very unlikely to git a second buil4».-Ji^erft«9^Russia.-haB.^o builds 
guaranteed. F Bla-Rum indicates the fact that some diplomacy must have been 
going on between him and Turkey, i raising the possibility that Turkey's NMR is 
deliberate, as the latter tries ^o gain some camouflage for his Russian alliance. 
The Italian moves are unsurprising, given the publically expressed antipathy 
that Sergeant has expressed for Turkey (the country, not Krauser). As for France 
I've seen others do it, but I don't see the charm of A Mar-H. A Spa can defend 
Mar just as thoroughly as A Mar, jwith the chance of a build to boot. If A Ven- 
Pie had occurred, then France would have looked very silly indeed. As for Eng- 
land, A Mos-StP has apparently c4ught him by surprise, OR, he was very sure of 
a French alliance. Fall should tell. 

Fall. 1901 i Confusion in Bulgaria^ Or is there? Commentator is confused! 

Austria is a good place to start Iwith an odd situation* All three Austrian pieces 
were foiled by a single move, A liul-Gre by Turkey. A Ser-Bul is a pointless and 
Greece-risking move, unless Rus If Rum (S) Aus A Ser-Bul is assured — and it didn't 
come. I might add that Austria bould have had two builds, Ser and Bui, if only 
he hadn't gotten greedy and tried for three with F Alb-Gre. As it is, he gets 
only one. Such a scheme would have required that Rus F Rum stay put (or go to 
the Bla). But that was not to b4. F Rum-Bui would succeed only if there were 
support. But it would be idiotic for Austria to promise such support to Russia 
and then make a move that would Require Russian support to succeed. Thus, either 
there was a massive communicatioriis foulup, OR, F Rum-Bui was done to try to con- 
fuse Austria and to prevent A Ser-Bul, F Alb-H from giving Greece to Turkey and 
taking Bulgaria. 

In the West, England has totally ; ignored A Mos-StP and stood Germany out of Den 
with a failed attack. Not only $id this risk Nwy by not supporting himself in, 
but he has antagonized the one country who could give him a hand in Scandinavia, 
Germany. Further, with no Ger A pen in Sp 02 to cut Russian support, England t 
faces a triple attack on Nwy in ihe Spring, with no way to both support the piece 
and bring a fourth unit into pla^. Given that England had decided not to move 
into Nwy with support, a move toiBar (or Ska) would have been more effective. 
I assume that it was not done because of a desire to remain on good terms with 
France. Time will tell if that niras the right decision, but England cannot both 
fight Germany and defend Nwy. | 

Another man with a Sp 02 decision is Italy. If he turns on Austria, then Randy 
will be the first out of the game. But unless he. holds the mortgage on Pat Car- 
son's home, that's an awfully ri^ky choice. I predict that he'll insist on, and 
get, Greece. If this I-A forms, then both East and West will hinge on the 
strength of the I-F alliance. 
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Winter. 1901 i Turkey and France Snub Admirals 

The build of F Ber normally means trouble for Russia-, but methinks it's headed 
for England. Indeed, Bill Schiwautz, to me it looks like the Lady in Black. She 
is at a distance now, but will edge closer, into Denmark. Unless you can turn 
the head of the Kaiser, she (or her Dutch twin) will one day wrap London in her 
deadly embrace. You may ask, "Why Me?" The answer is Denmark. The French tho 
are pro-English and, if permitted into the Eng, the E/F's four fleets would lock 
up the Nth against G/R's'four fleets (the F/G land border seals relatively easily) 
Barring a stab, this would allow the East to settle its affairs before the West, 
a distinct advantage for the latter, and it is for this reason that I predict 
that Italy will stay east. 

The build of A Ank was quite unexpected and, to me, inexplicable, or at best in- 
decisive. Attacking Russia without a fleet is rather quixotic. It is of course 
not anti-Italian; that would be F Smy. If he is headed for the Balkans and 
Austria, then A Smy is correct.

As GM, he is known to have rewritten players' orders, play in his own games 
(both under his own name and under a pseodonym), make rulings directly contrary 
to all of the ru'lebooks, and in other ways behave in an erratic and irrational 
m'anner towards his games and players. 

It should also be noted that Tretick has abandoned a large number of games. 
That's nothing new, of course; but those of us who have dropped games at least 
had the decency not to start new ones at the same time. During 1969-71, however, 
Buddy dropped his active games repeatedly, with no explanation or repayment, and 
went on to start new ones... which were, in turn, abandoned.

So now you have both sides of the story. Bernie Oaklyn has since changed the 
name of his zine to the Front de Liberation du Diplomacy . During the past sev- 
eral weeks I have read in many zines the "warning" written by publishers, all 
of which seem to stem from Rod Walker's original letter in EVERYTHING. Nowhere 
have I seen a publisher print Oaklyn' s comments. 

Now, I am not going to take sides in this issue. Indeed, from the comments so 
far no one has proved which allegations are true and which are simply heresay. 
It would seem to me that the issue could be settled easily enough as there are 
bound to be people who know both Buddy Tretick and Bernie Oaklyn, if indeed they 
are two separate entities. 

But my beef is with DIPLOMACY WORLD and the way it has conducted itself during 
this fiasco. DIPLOMACY WORLD stated, .... "substantial evidence exists...." and 
even Rod Walker's letter says ...."I have it on good authority...." DIPLOMACY 
WORLD, is this all the evidence you need to print such a diatribe against a 
publisher? Where is -your substantial evidence that you mentioned? I would 
think that a publication of stature as is DIPLOMACY WORLD, with over 800 readers, 
should investigate a little more thoroughly before "blackballing" a publisher. 

I do not know if Bernie Oaklyn and Buddy Tretick are one in the same person. 
The evidence printed so far certainly does not prove either case. But to all 
of you publishers out there who are jumping on the bandwagon and printing a 
"warning" , why are you unwilling to print what Oaklyn has to say in defense of 
himself? After all, it would only be eommon courtesy.

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The Stars: Can We Learn? ^ <9W *Mc<£enden 

There has been much talk about i the money this nation spends on space 
exploration, most of it negative. Most people seem to think that NASA's 
budget rivals that of HEW or the Defense Department. The military bud- 
get has always been on the increase and is now resting at just over 120 
billion dollars. The NASA budget, on the other hand, reached a peak of 
4.9 billion during the glory years of Apollo and is now around 3,6 billion 
dollars. If the space exploration critics have their way it will drop

We have put men on the moon, actually landed an Earth vehicle on Mars, 
sent probes to the different planets and even beyond this solar system, 

and erected large deep space telescopes and antennas not only to learn 
more about distant stars and galaxies, but to also "listen" for other 
sentient beings that may exist: in our universe. 

Since I work for NASA and have; been actively involved with every manned 
space flight since Apollo XII, I have been the recipient of a large num- 
ber of questions about our motives. "Knowledge and exploration are im- 
portant, but surely they are not worth billions!", "Why outer space, why 
don't we solve our problems here on Earth first before we start spending 
money for this?", are two of the most frequent questions, and it is this 
issue that I would like to address. 

I indeed agree that not all problems on Earth have been solved. After 
several thousand years of existence on this planet, the human species 
is still bedevilled by unanswered questions that make life less reward- 
ing than it ought to be. The most important of these questions have 
less to do with technology than with behavior and philosophy. 

Certainly it would be nice to know whether extra-terrestrial civilizations 
have been able to utilize forms of energy as yet unknown to earthly in- 
telligence or to eliminate whit we regard as incurable diseases, to 
mention only two of our current and ongoing tangible problems. But it 
is only a matter of time before the human brain will develop new sources 
of energy — whether from the Sun, tides, winds, fuel cells, hydrogen, or 
whatever--and also discover cures for all diseases. These, after all, 
are transient matters of a type that has yielded to human scientific int- 
elligence in the past. Far more persistent and baffling, however, are 
the abstract problems — the values of life and the way people treat one 
another. We are still largely illiterate in the knowledge of human re- 
lationships. 

If other galaxies have civilisations that are unmarked by brutality and 
violence, it would be useful to know how this came about. The inhuman- 
ity of humans to one another continues to be the most serious problem 
on Earth. Overt slavery has -been abolished, but exploitation of large 
numbers of humans by their fellow creatures seemingly knows no end. It 
would be useful to know whether other sentient creatures have been able 
to develop a philosophy of living that sees life as the highest value. 
Also, whether they have been jable to retain their sensitivity and res- 
pond compassionately to the liives around them. 
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Next, have other civilisations been able to organize for the widest good? 
Organizations on Earth tend to be tribal. Despite the fact that all 
Earth-dwellers share the same habitat and are dependent on the same con- 
ditions for their existence, most of their organizations are directed 
against one another. There is no organization of the whole that is act- 
ing adequately in behalf of the human interest. The human species is 
intelligent in limited matters, but its efforts to organize for world 
peace are puny and incompetent. 

Are there places in the universe where intelligent creatures are primed 
psychologically and philosophically more for peace than for war? Places 
where war has been eradicated and where the emphasis given to a decent 
existence has a clear priority over the emphasis given to instruments 
of mass annihilation? 

Are there places in the universe where the development of the creative 
notentinllty of ther : ftie(W4^ai; a basic function of society? Where 

social justice does ;:ot k.-yv./ io be fought for every inch of xho way but 
is a source of pride to those who administer it? 

Are there places where people are strong enough to manifest tenderness 
and are brave enough to make known their trust? Places where people 
have no difficulty in finding precise words to convey their intent? 

Are there places where intelligent creatures communicate without ulti- 
matum, where compassion and conscience are more readily summoned than 
temper? 

Does all this seem a bit idealistic? Perhaps so. But if there are places 
in the universe where people make genuine sense of their existence a.s a 
species and where they comprehend the delicate connections between the 
individual and collective existence, all the treasures on Earth would be 
a small price bo nay for the clues,
